The property listed in this catalogue will be offered and sold subject tu the following 
terms and conditions: 


1. The word “Galleries”, wherever used in these Conditions of Sale, means the Parke- 
Bernet Galleries, Inc. 


2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe correctly the 
property to be sold, but ic does not warrant the correctness of description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be 
for a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered 
item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are desig- 
nated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles 
described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of 
any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is 
the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and 
resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which 
is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by 
the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect 
the sale injuriously.

McKay and Roberts (w.2.) quotes one of the last owners as writing: “ ‘Belle 
Howard’ was one of the Prince’s [George IV’s] mistresses whom ‘Buck Whaley’ married, 
the condition being that they should not reside on English soil, so he chartered a number of 
vessels which brought soil over from Ireland, and deposited it at Douglas, in the Isle of 
Man, where a residence was built close to the Duke of Athol’s. These are both turned into 
Hotels now. The picture was removed from the Isle of Man about twenty-five years ago.” 
These particulars do not entirely coincide with facts derived from other sources. ‘Belle 
Hamilton’ for instance, was never legally Mrs Whaley; she lived with Whaley as his mis- 
tress for some years, and bore him several children. Thomas Whaley, or Whalley (1766- 
1800) was a well-known Irish politician and sat in the Irish Parliament from 1787-1790, 
and again from 1797-1800, but he is more generally known to posterity rather as an eccen- 
tric gambler under the name of ‘Buck’ or ‘Jerusalem’ Whaley. After the death of his mis- 
tress he married in January 1800, Mary Catherine, daughter of Nicholas Lawley, first Baron 
Cloncurry. 

The name of the lady of this portrait, Miss Courtney, is revealed in the recent 
discovery of the long-lost ‘Memoirs’ of ‘Buck’ Whaley, published in 1906 under the editor- 
ship of Sir Edward Sullivan. In the ‘Memoirs’ Whaley pays unstinted tribute to his com- 
panion. Writing, circa 1791, he says, ‘It was at this period I happily formed acquaint- 
ance with a lady of exquisite taste and sensibility, from whom I have never since sep- 
arated. She has been a consolation to me in all my troubles, her persuasive mildness has 
been a constant check on my temper, and at this moment constitutes, in my retirement, the 
source of my felicity.’”’ See McKay and Roberts (wv.7.), p. 267.
